Weather Service: spring weather may be here to stay 


In northern Michigan, the transition 
from winter to spring can be an ardu- 
ous, and unpredictable, journey. Of- 
ten, as any seasoned resident knows, 
sightings of crocus and robins are 


_ quickly followed by winter weather 


advisories. 

According to the National Weather 
Service in Gaylord, however, after a 
long and trying winter, it looks as 
though spring may really be here to 
Stay. 

Local snow has been reduced to a 
few dirty piles here and there, right 
on time, according to meteorologist 
Jeff Lutz, who notes that on average 


the snow cover 
has disappeared 
from the ground 
somewhere be- 
tween March 25- 
27, “just because 
the sun gets so 
strong it’s diffi- 
cult to keep snow 
on the ground.”

Lutz said, noting that a low-riding jet 
stream, situated (in the upper atmo- 
sphere) south of the Great Lakes, 
brought a lot of cold air into the area 
throughout the season. The snowfall 
for the season was unique in that, be- 
sides being plentiful, it was made up 
of more “system” snow than usual. 
“We probably had a normal amount 
of ‘lake effect’ snow, but also a lot of 
‘system’ snow, brought in when low 
pressure systems come over the area, 
Typically, the snow is a little wetter 
than what you get with lake effect.

some noise at times, but for 
the amount of construction 
and demolition, it’s gone 
amazingly well.”

“Rules have been altered so that the entire library board 
is prevented from answering any questions presented to 
the board!” Why? Don’t I and others who use the library 
frequently have any say in the matter at all? 

The library is wonderfully situated right next to the 
high school. When I was there this afternoon at about 4 
p.m., eight or nine school kids with their backpacks came 
in and quietly went to the computers and tables. Some- 
one said, “The library doesn’t want to be a hangout for 
kids.” What better place for them to be? They might even 
read a book! There’s no food or drink allowed, so that 
isn’t a problem. 

I saw some of them lattr, walking home. They cer- 
tainty wouldn’t walk way out to a library situated next to 
Glen’s Market on M-66! Who gave the gg-ahead to the 
district library to go in debt for land, to hire an architec- 
tural firm to plan a four million dollar new library on 18 
acres of recently purchased land? Certainly not library 
supporters, who are not in favor of a move from the 
present location. 

I understand that there is Jand available adjacent to 
the present library building, which the school board would 
be willing to have used for an extension of the building, 
so why this harebrained scheme-to uproot a library build-. 
ing which is so ideally situated? 


This is a disturbing situation and one that needs to be - 


thoroughly and carefully examined and brought out in 
the open for the scrutiny of all the people in East Jordan 
who support and treasure the library and like it situated 
right where it is, not off on a busy highway on the out- 
skirts of East Jordan. 

All of this says nothing of the four million dollars it 
would cost to uproot it and reseat it in a new building. 
The library belongs to its loyal and dedicated supporters 
and readers, not to a board who refuse to respond to any 
questions about its activities.

TO THE EDITOR: 


The pastors who participate in the Boyne City Ministe- 
rial Association would like to share with you some infor- 
mation concerning our outreach ministry to our area. 

As most folks probably already know, we have for many 
years maintained a modest fund to be able to help people 
facing a financial crisis. With the economic downturn 
lasting so long and the recovery yet to be fully felt here in 
our area, there are many more people who are experienc- 
ing tough times and greater needs right now. Despite those 
greater needs, we have been able continue to help people 
through the generosity of folks just like you. 

Up until this past year, we had relied upon the 
Charlevoix Emmet Housing Coalition to administer these 
funds for us. We always appreciated the help the people 
in their office had been to us. They were able to check 
out background information on all requests and limit 
abuses by some who wanted to return repeatedly. None 
of us pastors could possibly have been as consistently 
available to the public as had been true through the Coa- 
lition, Neither would we have had the time to adequately, 
carefully check out all the information that is necessary 
to be good stewards of the gifts you had entrusted to us. 

However, as you probably also know, the Coalition’s 
office has been closed for some time while their current 
legal difficulties are being sorted out. This has had two 
deleterious effects upon the BCMA’s outreach ministry. 

First, we lost the agency we had trusted to administer 
our funds. 

Secondly, yet more importantly for our ministry, we 
also lost access to our funds which had been on deposit 
with the Coalition. While the office remains closed, we 


do not know when or if all or part or any of our monies 
can be returned to us for our ministry. 

You can understand the dilemma we are facing. 

We want to continue to be of help to the community as 
we had in the past, but have virtually no resources avail- 
able to do this right now. Traditionally, our Good Friday 
Service has been our main source of income to replenish 
our fund. With that service approaching soon on April 9 
beginning at | 2:15 p.m., we can see the light at the end of 
the tunnel and believe that we will soon be back in minis- 
try again. 

We wanted to share this information with everyone 
ahead of time so that people can prepare to respond as 
they feel led.

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LETTERS 
Commissioner 
stands by river 
outfall decision 


TO THE EDITOR: 


On Tuesday, March 9, the City Commission of Boyne 
City voted to designate the Boyne River as the discharge 
location for our water treatment plant expansion. The other 
option was to discharge the treated water into Lake 
Charlevoix. In an effort to facilitate open communication 
with the citizens of Boyne, as well as our neighbors who 
share our waterways, I wish to make clear my reasons for 
voting for the river discharge. 

First of all let me say that the treated water entering our 
water system has completed a long and thorough process 
of contaminant removal, and meets or exceeds all gov- 
ernment standards for water treatment. It is not sewage. 
In many ways it is cleaner than the river or lake water. 
The maximum amount of treated water entering the river 
will be only 2.3 percent of the river volume, and this can 
only happen if the river is at its minimum flow level while 
the treated water is at its maximum level. The average 
will be about 1.3 percent of the river’s volume. 

Although the river discharge option saves Boyne City 
taxpayers hundreds of thousands of dollars, economic 
considerations played only a secondary roll in my deci- 
sion. I voted for the river discharge option because I be- 
lieve it is the best plan for our environment. 

The lake discharge option would bypass the natural dis- 
persal mechanism of the Boyne River, and dump millions 
of gallons of treated wastewater into Lake Charlevoix. 
This discharge site is hardly more than the length of a 
football field from our beaches, It is located in only 16 
feet of water, and is within important fishing and spawn- 
ing waters for walleye, bass, and baitfish that are con- 
sumed by fish from both the lake and river. Contaminant 
levels would be higher in that area because of the slow 
dispersal ability of the lake, and therefore more likely to 
have a negative impact on the environment. 

I believe the river discharge option is the more envi- 
ronmentally sound alternative because it works with the 
river’s natural ability to disperse the treated wastewater. 
All sides agree that lower contaminant levels mean less 
risk to the environment. 

The river will dissipate the treated water, lessoning the 
contaminant levels in any given area. About a mile and a 
half down the river the water will reach the lake, but it 
will have been diluted in the river current, and will be 
more easily processed by the lake. 

Instead of a single point of discharge, the discharge. point 
is spread out over the entire distance, lessoning contami- 
nant levels, and easing the strain on the entire ecosystem. 
We also have more control over how we introduce the 
treated water into the river than the lake. We have options 
other than simply running a pipe into the river. 

The river discharge option could potenttally make it 
easier in the future for us to make changes if we wish to 
reduce or eliminate altogether the treated wastewater en- 
tering our waterways. Someday we may find practical — 
ways of taking treated water out of the system for other 
uses or disposal methods. New technologies may make it 
possible to remove more contaminants from the treated 
water, 

If contaminant levels rise, or are found to be more dan- 
gerous than previously realized, it may become neces- 
sary to find other alternatives. The lake discharge option 
could possibly make it more difficult and expensive to 
react to new technologies or health concems because of 
its downtown location. 

In my opinion, the Boyne River option works with na- 
ture to treat our wastewater in the most environmentally 
responsible way that is available to us today. It puts less 
strain on our aquatic eco-system, and allows for future 
growth and improvements. 

The Lake Charlevoix option would place higher con- 
centrations of treated water into a smaller area, and al- 
though neither option is proven to be harmful to our envi- 
ronment at this time, I think it is potentially more likely 
to create negative effects in the future, . 

For these reasons I am proud to have voted for the river 
discharge option,

the 03-04 school year, ex- 
terior additions continued 
into the school year, as have 
interior and exterior work at 
the high school. 

The key, he said, has 
been working with compa- 
nies who understand the 
importance of balancing 
work progress with the 
safety and well-being of 
students and staff. “There 
have been times they’ve 
had to take a couple of steps 
backward before they move 
lorward,”” Hansen said, in 
order to accommodate the 
demands of the school 
chedule. 

A major portion of the 
tieh school project cur- 
rently underway is the con- 
struction of the 500-seat 
community auditorium, 
which was originally slated 
to be open for the annual 
spring musical this month. 
Mother Nature, however, 
had other plans. “We ran 
into some really rough 
weather,’ Hansen said. “It 
was a winter unlike any in 
recent memory, which 
slowed the whole closing- 
in process of the auditorium 
down. It put the interior fin- 
ish of the facility behind the 
eight ball for a March open- 


ing.” 

The musical, “Cinder- 
ella,” has been rescheduled 
to open May 7, a timeframe 
which Hansen feels confi- 
dent that crews will be able 
to accommodate. “We’re 
now really starting to re- 
cover [lost time],” he said, 
noting that much of the 
work left to be done in the 
auditorium is interior fin- 
ishing, such as seating, 
lighting, and flooring. Work 
is progressing fast enough 
at this point, he said, that it’s 
“becoming exciting to just 
walk into the auditorium.” 

The additional focus on 
the auditorium means, how- 
ever, that other areas, spe- 
cifically the completion of 
three classrooms and an 
addition at the elementary 
school are on the back 
burner for the time being. 
“Both those [areas] are so 
close to being finished, we 
can afford taking time off,” 
Hansen said. “We’re down 
to floor coverings and fur- 
nishings.” 

The work, he adds, will 
be completed this summer, 
as will a number of exten- 
sive interior renovations at 
the high school including 
the construction of a new 


media center in place of the 
current high school offices, 
and the construction of new 
offices where the old 
cafetorium stage used to 
stand. 

The existing media cen- 


ter will be converted into _ 


two new technology labs, 
and the existing woodwork- 
ing shop and CAD room 
will be expanded. Similar 
interior work on the el- 
ementary school “went lit- 
erally right down to the 
wire’ last summer, Hansen 
said. 

“T expect the same sce- 
nario with the high school 
this summer.” Like last 
summer, too, he added, no 
matter how tight the 
timeframe gets, the work 
will be complete. 

“It has to be done,” he 
said. “I’m reasonably sure 
it will go down to the last 
week [of summer vacation]. 
It’s a tight time schedule, 
but it's one we know and 
the contractors know we 
have to meet.” 

Budget-wise, the project 
continues to be healthy, 
with $300,000 still avail- 
able in contingency funds. 
“That's good news,” 
Hansen said. “We have an

m “Cinderella” cast and crew learn to work without a stage 


From casting to set building to lighting and music, stag- 
ing a high school spring musical is always a challenge. 
But what happens when there's not even a stage? 

In East Jordan, the EJ Thespians, hard at work in re- 
cent weeks in preparation for their spring production of 
“Cinderella,” are learning the answer. With construction 
of the school’s new 500-seat auditorium running later than 
originally expected, preparations are being made sans 


stage. Fortunately, under the tutelage of longtime leader 


Paula Vollbach, the show will, indeed, go on. 

“In reality, you can rehearse anywhere you want,” 
Vollbach said, noting that she and the cast are nearly fin- 
ished with blocking out scenes. “It’s once the sets are built 
in those last few weeks, that’s what really matters.” 

At present, rehearsals are taking place in a cleared-out 
space in the high school’s newly revamped cafeteria, 
which up until this year also contained the stage used in 
previous productions. For now, tables are rolled aside and 


scenes are blocked out in the temporary space. 

For Vol]bach, a drama veteran, the setback just isn’t 
that big of a deal. Though the auditorium itself is not com- 
pleted, it’s far enough along that students have been able 
to get a glimpse of what they can expect. “I walked the 
cast through so they could visually see it, and that really 
helped,” Vollbach said. “Not only were they able to geta 
vision, but it built up the whole excitement.” As their ac- 
cess to the evolving auditorium increases, Vollbach will 
take advantage of any opportunity to take cast members 
in to walk through positions for various scenes. The real 
trick, she said, is not so much the rehearsals but timing 
the building of sets that will need to be constructed on- 
site, which will happen in an abbreviated period of time 


as construction allows. “Smaller pieces,’
